rare Thing to fee them equalled by any of their Sex. Both 
the young Ladies are tall and gracctul; elegant in Shape and 
delicate in their Features; extremely like each other in the 
Turn of the Face, and fill each of them forming, if T ma 
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be allowed to ufe the Painter’s Expreffion, a different School 
of Beauty. 

HARRIET, being two Years elder than her: Sifter, is 
rather more formed, and in higher Bloom than Charlot ; but the 
latter promifes to be rather fuperior when arrived to Maturity; 
when every Grace, which is now but growing up, is fufficiently 
unfolded, and all her Charms arrive to their full Perfection.

She does not en- 
deavour to kindle her Eyes into that Glare of Fire, for which 
many others are remarkable, but unambitioufly the lets them 
fhine in their own native Mildnefs; and were Horace to know 
her, he would never put his famous Queftion to her; Cwyi 
flavam religas comam? for fhe was never known to fet her Cap 
at any Man, and her Converiation is always fo negligently 
fenfible, that fhe cannot be fufpected of ftudying to be brilliant, 
and if fhe captivates every Heart, it is without any preme- 
ditated Defign. In fhort, the Difference between thee too 
young Ladies is this; Céerlot’s Charms have a conftant Ema- 
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nation, and Harriet’s Beauties are ina perpetual Exertion. 
Ispenr an Hour in the moit agreeable Manner with this 
Family, when at Length the Difcourfe, after having been band- 
ed about between the Opera and the Burletta, refted for fome 
‘Lime upon Shake/pear and other celebrated Dramatic Poets. J

‘*¢ T vow and proteft, (fays Harriet) it’s a vexatious Thing to 
«¢ fee how thefe Men are always contriving Places for their

«¢ the Women. The odious Things are aiways herding with one 
‘¢ another, and the Ladies are fequeftred from all the Joys of 
<¢ thefe convenient Meetings. Does not one hear them eternally

“© Coffee-Houfe, and fo faunter away with a Tooth-pick in

¢¢ you think fo Sifter? —It would fo tantalize the Creatures, 
“© to fee us going into a Place, where none of them can gain 
«© Admittance—they would be fo proud to wait at the Door 
‘¢ to handus to our Chairs; and it would be fuch a Pleafure 
‘© to go and meet-one’s Acquaintance without going conftant- 
«* ly in a ftiff Drefs to Routs and Drums; dear Ranger, you. 
«¢ muft give us an helping Hand; you muit give us an Effay 
‘© upon it you, wild Devil.” With this fhe tapped me on the 
Shoulder, in her lively agreeable Manner, and infifted with all the 
Rhetoric of a Romp, that I fhould propofe her Scheme to the 
Public, which I affured her I fhould take the firft Oppovtaniey to 
perform. 

I wave ever been of Opinion, that, in the general, Coffee-
